, The death of Lindley M. Garrison, for- | 
mer secretary of war, recalled today 
his sharp disagreement with Woodrow 
Wilson over national defense prob- 
lems and sudden resignation from that 
president’s cabinet in 1916. 

Garrison died here last night, Dur- 

ing his 68 years he served both as a 
New Jersey state official and _ in 
Washington. Then he returned to the 
private practice of law with the New 
York firm of Hornblower, Miller & 
Garrison, 
Wilson made Garrison’s acquaint- 
‘ance in New Jersey, where he was vice 
chancellor from 1904 to 1913. During 
the latter part of this time Wilson 
was governor, and when he went to 
the White House he put Garrison at 
the head of the war department. 

His break with Wilson came unex- 
ar early in 1916. Garrison had 
een pressing for a national defense 
plan built upon a federal continental 
army as opposed to the national guard. 
| Wilson, too, espoused the plan in pub- 
| lie speeches, but in correspondence 
with Garrison said that, while he be- 
lieved control of the military reserve 
'should be placed under federal direc- 
ition, he was not “irrevocably or dog- 
_matically committed to any one plan.” 

The house military committee was 
opposed to the Garrison plan. Wilson | 
advised his secretary he considered | 
his insistence that only the war de- 
partment plan should be considered 
“wholly unjustifiable.” 

On February 10, 1916, Garrison re- 
signed because “it is evident that we 
hopelessly disagree upon what I con- 
ceive to be fundamental principles.”

GEORGIA MUST NOT FAIL. 

Ryburn G. Clay, Georgia director 
of finance for the democratic na- 
tional committee, has been asked by 
Frank C. Walker, national treasurer, 
to deliver to a designated member 
of the Roosevelt party when it 
reaches here Sunday the subscrip- 
tion of the democrats of this state 
to the national campaign. 

This means that if the state’s al- 
lotment is to be subscribed before 
Governor Roosevelt comes that there 
are only three more days in which 
contributions can be made for the 
purpose of aiding in other states 
where the republicans are fighting 
desperately with every recourse at 
their command. 

It will be unthinkable, if by Satur- 
day night every county in Georgia 
is tot “over the top” in its sub- 
scriptions to the fund.

and 33.60 per cent for Hoover, which 
is slightly in excess of the democratic 
candidate’s ratio for the country as 
. whole. 

The polling of the District of Co- 
lumbia; which has no official election, 
shows Roosevelt receiving 4,754 votes 
to Hoover's 3.577. 

In an analysis of “how the same 
voters voted in 1928” it is indicated 
that Roosevelt is receiving 37.05 per 
cent of his strength from former 
republicans, 47.98 per cent from dem- 
ocrats and 14.81 per cent from those 
who did not vote four years ago. The 
same anal¥sis reveals that Hoover is 
obtaining 80.59 per cent of his votes 
from former republican ranks, 6.11 
per cent from the democrats and 13.25 
per cent from those who did not vote 
at the last quadrennial election. 

t is indicated also that Roosevelt 
is obtaining more votes from* former 
republicans than. from members of 
his own party in the 12 states of 
California, Iowa, Kansas, Michigan, 
Nevada, North Dakota, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania, South Dakota, Washington, 
Wisconsin and Wyoming while in 
Illinois the division is almost even. 

Hoover rolls up his largest lead in 
Massachusetts, where he is ahead of 
his democratic rival by a vote of 
51,739 to 29,712. Of the seven states 
which the president is now carrying, 
New Jersey is giving him the smallest 
percentage ratio. The vote in this 
state is 63,17£ to 53,409 for the re- 
publican’ candidate. 

Governor Roosevelt has a clear ma- 
jority in 39 states in the voting this 
week. 

The socialist ratio in the poll has 
declined from 6.28 per cent in the first 
week's returns to 4.86 of the total of 
the current tabulation. All of the 
other minor candidates are polling 


less than 1 per cent each of the total 
vote. 

“Our tabulation, incomplete as it 
is,” the Literary Digest will state 
editorially tomorrow, “gives an enor- 
mous sample of the country’s voting 
strength. It represents the present mo- 
ment, more than two weeks before 
election day. The sample is growing 
like a snowball, and public opinion 
may change as it grows. The ballots 
are still rolling in.

“In the 1928 election Missouri gave 
Hoover 834,080 against 662,562 for 
Smith. The figures in Texas were 
367,036 for Hoover and 341,032 for 
Smith.” 

Among the minor candidates Nor- 
man Thomas, the socialist nominee, is 
far in the lead with 127,235 votes. 
William Z. Foster, the communist, 
holds second place with 13,469. W. 
D. Upshaw, the former Georgia cor 
gressman and present’ standard- 
bearer of the prohibition party, has 
polled 11,902 votes, while Coxey and 
Reynolds are away down in the also- 
ran category with 3,864 and 1,600, 
respectively. ;

After paying tribute to the charac- 
ter of the democratic state ticket 10 
Indiana and urging its election, Mr.

A 
colorful parade of several thousand 
marching men and women passed in 
review before the candidate while his 
automobile waited at a street inter- 
section to swing in behind and travel 
through crowd-jammed streets to the 
English hotel. 

Waving his hat and smiling, Mr. 
Roosevelt rolled slowly along behind 
the marchers while cheers came from 
the crowd and paper came tumbling 
down from the office buildings. In 
the machine immediately behind him 
rode Mrs. Roosevelt, who joined his 
campaign party here, Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, his daughter-in-law, and 
Mrs, Curtis Dall, his daughter. 


The parade that preceded him in- 
cluded many negro marchers and a 
negro band. Placards asked “What 
Has Hoover Done for You,” and call- 
ed for the election of Roosevelt, Floats 
depicted run-down farms and a choice 
between beer and soup. Half a dozen 
bands played boisterous musie with 
“The Sidewalks of New York,” Al- 
fred E. Smith's 1928 campaign song, 
predominant. 

The governor expressed a desire at 
the end of the meeting to meet some 
of the workers. 

“TIT like to shake hands.” he said, 
“and I can do it without hurtivg my 
hands.” 

The governor was introduced by 
Thomas Taggart, national committee- 
man for Indiana, after Senator Bark- 
ley, of Kentucky, the temporary chair- 
man of the democratic national con- 
vention that nominated the candidate, 
had predicted a democratic victory in 
an hour’s speech. 


Barkley will travel to St. Louis to- 
morrow with the nominee and will 
continue with him to Louisville. 

After Mr. Roosevelt had finished 
his speech, Mrs. Roosevelt talked for a 
few minutes, asserting that “this cam- 
paign is just as much the responsi- 
bility of the wgmen as the men.” 

‘Meanwhile, Mr. and Mrs. James 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Dall were appear- 
ing before a group of young demo- 
crats at another meeting. 

James Roosevelt told them that the 
democrats proposed to cure specula- 
tion, alleviate suffering and misery 
and to present a program of advance 
ing progressive government. He sat! 
that, “while President Hoover div 
nothing, even with a favorable con- 
gress, Roosevelt had made a_ record 
with a hostile legislature which won 
him the nomination.”

Text of Roosevelt’s Attics: | 


On G. O. P. Economic Errors | 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 20.—(AP) 
The text of Governor Roosevelt's 
address here today follows: 


My friends, we are passing through 
no ordinary campaign, It is my be- 
lief that this campaign mark: the 
inning of a new deal in American 

politics, and in the conduct of Amer- 
can government. The American 

le, conservative and peace-loving, 

ave had an experience under the 
present republican leadership that 
they do not wish to continue. 
unsound and unintelligent venturin 
into economic policies that this ad- 
ministration, and that the present 
candidate for president sponsored, 
has brought a terrible retribution. 
His economic heresies have all “come 
home to roost,” and this administra- 
tion stands convicted of having pro- 
duced this brood of disaster-producing 
gambles with national prosperity. 

It will be the purpose of the new 
administration to bring order out of 
this chaos, to institute sound and 
progressive and humane policies, to 
repair the damage that has been 
wrought, to return, if you will, the 
people of the United States to the 
ways of economic soundness and a 
more widely distributed prosperity. 

NATION STILL RICH, 
DESPITE G, 0. P. ERRORS. 

These ways of poy and 
soundness are assured if we will or- 
der our economic and governmental 
life properly. In spite of the ruinous 
policies of the present republican ad- 
ministration, the country still stands 
the richest in the world, a nation of 
the greatest of opportunities and po- 
tentialities. Nature has given us rich 
soil, precious minerals and a great 
network of invaluable waterways. 
The progress of migration has given 
us the best of the manpower of the 
old world. There has come to us from 
other climes in the course of the gen- 
erations people with enough of tradi- 
tion and enough of genius to build 
here a civilization the like of which 
no one has dreamed. The old world 
has given us a population of strong 
men and women, a population willing 
to work, and willing to serve in the 
orderly building of a civilization.

WHILE MINERS STARVE. 


These policies have permitted also 
the uncounted riches of our mines to 
lie unused, while those who stand 
ready to work these mines in Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio and Missouri, Col- 
orado, Utah, Nevada, Montana and 
Idaho starve in the very presence of 
riches. 

A selfish policy of pernicious pri- 
vate monoply has permitted water 
power that might bring happiness to 
tuillions of homes to remain unused. 

Far out on the Pacific coast a 
great population facing the orient is 
unable fo trade with that orient be- 
cause of the unsound policies spon- 
sored by men so narrow and localized 
in Washington that they were too 
selfish or too indifferent to realize 
the needs of people so far away. 

What we need, what I have con- 
stantly preached in terms of unified 
national thinking, is a grasp of all 
of our economic problems, genuine- 
ly inclusive of all of these diversi- 
fied needs—a “concert of interest” 
I have called it. 

I want to add too that the finan- 
cial system of the United States in 
October of this year, while badly 
managed and hideously gambled with 
by this administration, is still, in 
spite of the actions of this adminis- 
tration, capable of repair. Nothing 
but unreasoning and groundless fear 
and hysteria can chip away the 
granite foundations on which our 
fiscal system is based. 


BANKING SYSTEM SOUND, 
THANKS TO DEMOCRATS. 


Thanks to democratic measures. 
extending back for 20 years, created 
by a group of statesmen in our own 
party, who are still honored leaders 
in the American congress, we have 
flexibility and power of our central 
banking system, making for basic 
security. 

Now, my friends, I have warned 
the country against unwise govern- 
mental interference with business. 
I have pointed out that the policies 
of the present leadership of the re- 
publican party in the past few years 
has constituted dangerous back-seat 
driving. It encouraged wanton and 
dangerous speculation, It refused 
to encourage those sound and patri- 
otic masters of finance who sounded 
a warning and who tried to save 
the financial soundness of the United 
States from a crash that they saw 
all too imminent.

It will provide 
in a sound and orderly fashion for 
the conservation of human resources 
through wisely conceived relief meas- 
ures. It will establish with foreign 
nations the only proper kind of 
friendship, a friendship thgt is based 
on reciprocal agreements for the ex- 
change of goods. 


It believes that is a practical basis 
of that international friendship that 
makes for the well being of all coun- 
tries. We propose an agricultural 
department reorganized and genuine- 
ly serviceable to the farmers. We 
propose a labor department interest- 
ed in the problems of labor rather 
than the problems of political ad- 
vantage, headed by someone who 
will not be to labor a politician and 
to politicians a labor leader.

| today in the trial of Rev. 8, A. Ber- 
rie, charged with poisoning the 50- 
year-old spouse the state claims he 
forsook for a pretty.

The note, signed “Fannie,” was 
identified by a number of witnesses, 
some of whom testified the handwrit- 
ing appeared té be that of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Berrie, who died last spring.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Oct. 20.— 
(UP)—A capital levy on all wealth 
in the United States was demanded 
tonight by Norman Thomas, socialist 
candidate for president, as one essen- 
tial part of a program to end the 
depression. 

In what his party described as 
“one of the most important speeches 
of his campaign,” Thomas declared 
that a capital levy was “just and

The speaker called for a 20th 
amendment to the constitution giv- 
ing congress power to do “what is 
necessary for the social and economic 
well-being of the nation.”

“If congress cannot be given the 
power our hope of avoiding violent 
revolution or attempts at revolution 
is desperately small,” he said.

ENGINEERS PRODUCE 


3,000,000-VOLT SPARK 


PALO ALTO, Cal., Oct. 20.—(4)— 
Laboratory lightning of 3,000,000 
volts roared across a spark-gap in 
Stanford University—a flashing step 
toward conservation of power to be 
produced by gigantic Hoover dam. 

Professor Harris J. Ryan, who 
demonstrated the tremendous spark 
before 200 electrical engineers in his 
laboratory last night, said it was 
the highest voltage ever produced by 
man, the previous mark being 2,100, 
000 volts created in the same labora- 
tory. 

Four-br-four timbers were ripped 
to slivers and an iron wire was ex: 
ploded by the spark. But Professor 
Ryan said it contained only enough 
energy to light an ordinary 25-watt| 
lamp fer three minutes. The spark | 
lasts one ten-thousandth of a second. 

A 60-foot piece of copper wire, ¢a-| 
pable of withstanding 2,000 degrees | 
Fahrenheit, melted in the spark. |

foe, the Clemsor Tigers, 14 to 0, to- 
day in the 30th playing of the annual 
state fair classic. 

Nearly@15,000 fans saw the color- 
ful fray, starting traditionally at high 
noon under a bright autumn sun. The 
victory vas South Carolina’s tenth 
since the gridiron feud between the 
two schools began. Clemson has won 
19 times, and the 1915 game ended 
in a deadlock. 

The Jamecocks marked up their 
counters in the third and fourth pe- 
riods. The game was a stubborn duel 
in the first half, So. th Carolina twice 
threatening to score but lacking the 
drive to put the ball over. 

About the middle of the third quar- 
ter came the “break” that brought 
the first score. Grayson Wolf, Game- 
cock quar. *back, punted from his 
own 35-yard marker. ; 

As the ball was rolling near the 
Clemson goal, Gene Willimon, Tiger 
back, grabbed at it: He touched the 
ball but it rolled over the goal line, 
and Henry Willard, South Carolina 
end, fell on it for the touchdown.

Miles, of Virginia Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, president of the conference, that 
Foster played in three regular games 
each week and also in some “infor- 
mal games” which were not used in 
figuring the season standing of the 
Tallahassee and five other teams in 
the circuit. 

The teams played a split season, 
McGugin continued, and when it was 
| decided at the beginning of the second 
half of the season to play five games 
a week, Foster left the Tallahassee 
team in order not to jeopardize his 
amateur status. E 

“We think he was in good faith in 
thinking he was permitted to play in 
the so-called ‘informal’ games, which 
were in addition to the regular sched- 
ule and instead of practicing which 
would otherwise have been done,” Mc- 
Gugin said.
